Claims 1 , 3-9 are allowed over the prior art of 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests a plasma 
display panel with combination of limitations as claimed in claim 1 and particularly the 
limitation comprising the regions of sealant of substantially uniform thickness having 
second width located at areas where a sealing pressure is concentrated. 

Claims 3-6 are allowed for the reason cited for claim 1 because of their 
dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 7 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests a plasma 
display panel with combination of limitations as claimed in claim 7 and particularly the 
limitation comprising the regions of sealant of substantially uniform thickness having 
nodes located at areas where a sealing pressure is concentrated. 

Claims 8 and 9 are allowed for the reason cited for claim 7 because of their 
dependency status from claim 7.
